THE PROPOSED CANADIAN COPY- 
RIGHT ACT. 


Tue Canadian copyright act, now pending, 
has aroused adverse discussion in English pub- 
lishing circles on the ground that it is simply a 
means of legalizing piratical reprinting in the 
Dominion. Theact provides that if an English 
book is not printed in Canada within one month 
after its first publication in Great Britain, any 
Canadian publisher can reprint it provided a ten 
per cent. royalty be paid on the retail price. 
This royalty is to be collected by the Canadian 
government and, presumably, paid to the owner 
of the book in Great Britain. Mr. R. B. Mars- 
ton in the London. Pudlishers’ Circular directs 
attention to the injustice and inadequacy of the 
measure. He points out that the act would give 
copyright only to books printed in Canada, and 
that although there is nothing at present in the 
proposed act to prevent the importation of a 
cheap English edition, yet ‘‘as it is clear that 
the whole thing will be a farce unless the cheap 
English edition can be kept out, in some form 
or other provision will doubtless be made to 
secure its practical exclusion.” 

No provision is made for the work being set 
up in Canada, and English plates may therefore 
be used in the Canadian reprinting. It is also 
Proposed to exclude the American edition by a 
heavy duty, thus shutting the American publish- 
er of an English book out of the Canadian mar- 
ket. The chief point of objection is that the in- 
tention of the bill is to legalize the publication 
of a writer’s work in Canada without any refer- 
ence to his own wishes in the matter, and that 
the proposed collection of royalties by the gov- 
€rnment is a provision that would be very diffi- 
cult of execution. The London Publishers’ Cir- 
cular, commenting editorially on the measure, 
urges English authors and publishers to take 
immediate action, It is probable that vigorous 
°pposition on their part would result in the bill 
being promptly set aside. 





THE TARIFF BILL. 


AFTER an eighteen months’ fierce, and very 
often disgraceful struggle Congress has finally 
passed a tariff bill. So far as the book trade is 
directly concerned the changes are insignificant, 
in fact, the duty on printed books, and all print- 
ed matter not specially provided for, remains as 
before. On paper, and the ingredients that go 
into paper, the reduction ranges from 14 to 50 
per cent., which should in a measure benefit the 
bookmaker. Below we reprint from the New 
York Herald a comparative statement of the 
rates of duty levied under the McKinley act and 
under the new law, showing in detail the re- 
ductions and increases on pulp, paper, and books ; 
and also a list of articles on the free list :

in such exhibitions and not for any other person 
and not for sale and which have been used by 
them abroad shall be admitted free of duty 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe; but bonds shall be 
given for the payment tothe United States of 
such duties as may be imposed by law upon any 
and all such articles as shall not be exported 
within six months after such importation, Pro- 
vided, that the Secretary of the Treasury may 
in his discretion extend such period for a further 
term of six months in case application shall be 
made therefor. 

Regalia and gems, statues, statuary, and speci- 
mens or casts of sculpture where specially im- 
ported in good faith for the use of any society 
incorporated or established solely for education. 
al, philosophical, literary, or religious purposes, 
or for the encouragement of fine arts, or for the 
use or by order of any college, academy, school, 
seminary of learning, or public library in the 
United States; but the term ‘‘ regalia” as here. 
in used shall be held to embrace only such in- 
signia of rank or office or emb/ems as may be 
worn upon the person or borne in the hand 
during public exercises of the society or institu- 
tion, and shall not include articles of furniture 
or fixtures, or of regular wearing apparel, nor 
personal property of individuals. 

Paintings, in oil or water-colors, and statuary, 
which are now taxed, have been transferred to 
the free list. 

The bill will go into effect at midnight of the 
day it receives the approval of the President, 
or becomes law by operation of the ten days’ 
limitation, and not from August 1, as provided 
in the measure. An examination of the author- 
ities made at the Treasury Department shows 
that a law cannot take effect upon a date prior 
to itsenactment, and the Federal Supreme Court 
has sustained this law under the ex fost facto 
provision of the Constitution. Many telegrams 
of inquiry respecting the new law have been 
received at the Treasury Department, and it 
appears from these that importers are some- 
what confused as to the date the measure will 
take effect. 

As we go to press it is still uncertain whether 
the President will sign the bill or allow it to 
become a law without his signature. At any 
rate, itis to be hoped that the matter will be 
permitted to rest long enough to enable the 
business world to recover from the strain that 
it has been under for these many months. The 
worst bill could not possibly work as much dam- 
age as the uncertainty that has hung over us 
since the Fifty-first Congress first went into 
session.

THE London Bookseller in its issue for July 

rinis the following somewhat forcible, yet 
nevertheless sound opinion on a subject that 
has occupied the minds of many booksellers in 
this country. THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY on 
more than one occasion has pointed out the 
fallacy and danger of this, at best, utopian sub- 
terfuge, and we therefore present the Sook- 
sellers’ remarks without further comment: 

‘The sanguine people who thought it possible 
to establish a co-operative wholesale bookselling 
and news-agency business have by this time 
found that they made a mistake. Co-operative 
methods are admirably adapted to some branches 
of business, but to any one who knows what 
wholesale bookselling is, and still more, whoie- 
sale news-vending, the absurdity of trying to 
establish a wholesale agency on co-operative 
lines must have been apparent. The life of the 
wholesale news-agent is one of perpetual slavery. 
His provincial business is conducted when every- 
body else is in bed, and his profits are fractional, 
mere brokerage on the value of the goods which 
pass through his hands. Beside this, he has to 
be always present in person, or the “‘ leakage,” 
we will call it by that name, would very quickly 
swamp him. We doubt if any man ever yet se- 
lected this branch of the trade as the one he 
preferred. Circumstances or inheritance may 
have forced it upon him, one must needs get 
bread and butter somehow, and jam and other 
things to boot for wives and children, but we 
repeat that we doubt if any one ever selected 
the wholesale news trade as a matter of choice. 
It is purely a personal trade. The watchfulness 
of the breeches-pocket interest must guard with 
jealous care every part of its complex and 
multifarious machinery, or it cannot be carried 
on. But in a co-operative concern, where is the 
personal element? Where are to be found the 
zealous and disinterested assistants, who for the 
sake of their limited emoluments will work as 
a master will work? The ‘‘ leakage” would 
soon over-balance the profit, and the venture 
would inevitably culminate in disaster. The 
largest business in the kingdom, of this kind, 
was engineered into existence by a one-man 
power, and the personal element in its manage- 
ment has never been relaxed. Soit must always 
be. Co-operative news-vending, or bookselling, 
is nonsense, and those who pretend to demon- 
strate its feasibility can know very little of the 
subject with which they endeavor to deal.” 





A MONSTER AMONG LAW-BOOKS. 


THE printed record of the trial of Dr. Robert 
Buchanan for poisoning his wife is the largest of 
the kind ever compiled. 

It includes 2600 pages, 11 by 8 inches—about 
the size of a page of Webster’s Unabridged 
Dictionary. The latter contains 2000 pages, and 
the record of the Buchanan trial takes up 600 
more. If placed lengthwise, page to page, the 
record would extend over half a mile. The book 
is 544 inches thick, and is bound in calf. 

Fortunately for the judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals, they will not have to wade through this 
bulky brief. It has been arranged that when 
the final argument is had before them they shall 
use the records in more handy form. For their 
convenience a seven-volume edition has been 
Prepared. The law provides:that each public 
law library shall receive a copy of this monster. 





COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
AMERICAN BOOK CO, VS. WERNER CO. 


In the Illinois Circuit Court, held at Chicago 
August 8, Judge Crosscup rendered a decision 
adverse to the plaintiff, in denying the applica- 
tion of the American Book Co. for an injunc- 
tion restraining the Werner Co. from publishing 
the book entitled ‘* The Teacher in Literature.” 
The American Book Co. claimed in its bill that 
the Werner Co. was infringing on its copyrights 
in getting out this publication. The court held 
that the book belonged to the defendant com- 
pany and that it had a full right to publish it. 

The answer of the Werner Co. to the trust’s 
bill charged that the complainant ‘‘ is a trust 
and an illegal corporation doing business in vio- 
lation of law,” but Judge Crosscup in his deci- 
sion said that there was no necessity for consid- 
ering that phase of the question. 

The suit was bitterly fought on both sides. 
The defendant, by engaging in the school-book 
publishing business several years ago, came in 
direct competition with the plaintiff, and the 
fight, it is said, was one of principle, the dispute 
over “ The Teacher in Literature ” being used as 
a means to arrive at the real issue. 

The book published by the American Book 
Co., the copyrights of which were claimed to 
have been infringed upon, is known as ‘‘ The 
School master.” 

PROTECTION TO ARTISTS. 

A DECISION by Judge Putnam in the United 
States Circuit Court at Boston, filed on the 8th 
inst., holds that an artist having copyrighted a 
painting, may restrain reproductions of the paint- 
ing, and that a bill in equity for an injunction 
may be maintained by one to whom the artist 
has sold the right, and who has taken out a 
copyright in his name. 

The decision was given in the case of Emil 
Werckmeister (Photographische Gesellschaft, 
Berlin) vs. the Pierce & Bushnell Manufactur- 
ing Company, of New Bedford, Mass. G. 
Naujok, a resident of Germany, painted a pict- 
ure called ‘*‘ Die heilige Cecilie,” and later 
executed an instrument conveying to the com- 
plainant the exclusive right of reproduction. 
The painting was publicly exhibited at Munich, 
and afterward sold, and its present location is 
unknown, The complainant, whose American 
branch is located at 14 East Twenty-third Street, 
New York, secured a copyright and filed a 
photograph ofthe painting at Washington. The 
defendant subsequently sold in this country a 
photograph, which, it wasclaimed, is an infringe- 
ment. The court ordered a decree for the com- 
plainant. 


BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATIONS. 


ELEVENTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF NA- 
TIONAL NEWSDEALERS’ ASSOCIATION, 


THE eleventh annual convention of the Na- 
tional Newsdealers’, Booksellers’, and Station- 
ers’ Association was called to order on the 
afternoon of the 15th inst., in the large hall of 
the Union Square Hall, 8 Union Square, New 
York City. 

The convention was the largest ever gotten 
together by the Association. There were pres- 
ent-upwards of fifty delegates from every part of 
the United States, while formerly only Eastern 
and Central States were represented at the meet- 
ings. 
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Among the delegates present were: P. J. 
McGrath, Brooklyn; J. P. Foley, C. B. Swift, 
Thomas Collen, A. F. James, J. F. McCabe, and 
E. C. Rahme, of Philadelphia; M. G. Nussbaum, 
of Norfolk, Va.; F. W. Iddings, of Grand Forks; 
C. W. Wildermuth, of Pottsville, Pa.; F. A. 
Salisbury, James Shorecross, J. H. J. Reilley, 
Thomas Matthews, and M. Moy, of Providence, 
R. I.; Thomas Lunt, H. J. McBride, Jackson 
Schumacher, P. J. McDermott, W. H. McKier- 
nan, Ed. J. Nieuwland, Sr., Ed. A. Ackermann, 
J. Brentglass, Henry Merten, R. Pittfield, H. 
Leon, P. Gotthelf, and Joseph Brennan, of New 
York City. 

The first day was taken up with the examina- 
tion of credentials and the appointment of two 
committees. The differences between the two 
local associations were amicably settled, and 
delegates from both organizations were present. 
John E. McBride was the chairman of the delega- 
tion from the old association, and William H. 
McKiernan chairman of the delegation from the 
new association. P. J. Henzel, of Albany, was 
made chairman of the auditing committee. and 
A. P. Lynn, of Providence, chairman of the 
committee on resolutions. At the conclusion of 
the business the New York members invited the 
delegates todinner, and in the evening took them 
to a music hall. 

The convention was called to order on the 
16th by President C. B. Swift, at 10A.M. The 
delegates went at once into secret session, and 
proceeded to discuss certain affairs which are 
recognized as burning questions by the trade 
throughout the country. The alleged action of 
publishers of cheap monthly publications in with- 
holding a fair profit from the dealers first came up 
consideration, and provided a lively discussion. 
Munsey’s and Godey’s magazines were the publi- 
cations which came in for the largest share of 
opprobrium on this score. The feeling of the 
convention was expressed in a strong resolution, 
calling upon newsdealers throughout the country 
to discourage the sale of all 1o-cent publications 
on which a profit of at least three cents was not 
allowed to the dealers. Futhermore, the secre- 
tary was instructed to inform the publishers 
cencerned of the action taken. 

The question of an official organ for the As- 
sociation was next considered. After some dis- 
cussion it was decided that the Association would 
be better off without an official organ. On the 
general question of the profits obtained by the 
trade it became apparent that there was much 
discontent. The convention then proceeded to 
consider the question of returns in relation to 
the sale of daily papers. 

The discussion ended in the following resolu- 
tion, which was adapted unanimously: ‘ That 
we do not approve of the full or unlimited re- 
turn privilege on daily papers in large cities, as 
it is a curse to the legitimate dealers. But we 
ask the publishers not to exercise any discrimina- 
tion in favor of retail news companies, or other 
large dealers.”

The delegates were entertained at a banquet 
in the evening of the 17th at the Hotel Vendome, 
by the Newsdealers’ and Stationers’ Protective 
Association, of New York, T. J. McBride, presi- 
dent.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
HENRY H, KIMBALL. 


HENRY H. KIMBALL, who had been connected 
with the book trade of Boston and Philadelphia 
for nearly half a century, died at his residence, 
322 South Forty-second Street, Philadelphia, 
on the rith inst., aged sixty. Mr. Kimball was 
born in Salem, Mass., December 23, 1833. 
When quite a boy he entered the employ of 
Ticknor & Fields of the ‘‘ Old Corner” in Bos- 
ton. He left this firm to take a position of 
some responsibility in the house of Little, 
Brown & Co. In 1868, atthe time that Claxton, 
Remsen and Haffelfinger separated from the firm 
of J. B. Lippincott & Co., Mr. Kimball went to 
Philadelphia to take the position of buyer and 
head salesman in the Lippincott firm. Mr. 
Kimball, who at one time spent considerable 
time on the road, was probably better known 
individually to more members of the book trade 
than any one we can call to mind at this writ- 
ing; and that he was popular, in the better sense 
of that often misused word, will probably also 
not be challenged. He was in his day, especial- 
ly during his connection with Little, Brown & 
Co., the best-posted man on English antiquari- 
an literature in this country. During his con- 
nection with the Lippincott Company he was 
the directing genius in the publication of a num- 
ber of cheap editions that were phenomenally 
successful. In fact, so true was his feeling for 
what the public needed that a venture of his 
rarely miscarried; and if it threatened to do so 
he had atrick of making a success out of defeat. 
Mr. Kimball had been ailing with a painful 
affliction for some time, though very few of 
his acquaintances had any suspicion that his end 
was so near. The funeral took place on the 
14th, the interment being private. We must 
defer until another issue the publication of a 
portrait that has reached us too late to accom- 
pany this sketch. 

DupLey R. ANDREWS, for many years one of 
the best-known wood-engravers in the country, 
died of apoplexy in Brooklyn on the 13th inst.

MATTHEW ADAMS STICKNEY, a well-known 
writer on historic and genealogical subjects, died 
in Salem, Mass., on the 12th inst., at the age of 
eighty-nine.

Ir is reported that Teresita Cauzio, Garibaldi’s 
daughter, is writing a life of her father.

Dr. SAMUEL SMILES, who is now approaching 
his eightieth year, has written a personal his- 
tory of Josiah Wedgwood, the potter, which will 
be published by John Murray in the course of 
the fall.

JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 


The Chinese News is the title of a new daily 
newspaper published in New York by Haney & 
Lingard. It is edited by Yung Kwai, and is 
the second Chinese daily paper printed, the only 
other one being in Hong Kong. 


Ir was announced in London on the 15th inst. 
that The Saturday Review, the principal Tory 
weekly newspaper, had been sold by Beresford- 
Hope to L. H. Edmunds, a wealthy lawyer. 
Mr. Edmunds, who will edit the paper himself, 
says that he will not change the policy of the 
paper. 

THE bound volume of Zhe Critic (January- 
june, 1894, vol. XxXIv.) contains more reading- 
matter than that for the first half of the year 
1893, and many interesting illustrations, includ- 
ing portraits of many of the writers, notably of 
fiction, who have become popular during recent 
months—among them Beatrice Harraden, John 
Oliver Hobbes, Jane Barlow, etc. Since Zhe 
Critic began its purely literary work in 1881 it 
has maintained a very even standard of merit, 
and during the past year has seemed to grow 
more enterprising and expansive, making quite 
a feature of up-to-date articles and the literary 
questions and interests of the hour, and also of 
illustrations valuable at the moment. From 
week to week it provides liberally, but its pa- 
trons can obtain a much fairer estimate of the 
information and entertainment they have taken 
almost unconsciously from week to week when 
they see the accumulation of facts and opinions 
that are embraced between the substantial red 
covers of its sightly bound volumes,

The work, which has 
been out of print for close upon twenty years, 
will be edited by Thomas J. Wise.

Avenue, New York, have just issued new edi- 
tions of ‘‘ In Friendship’s Name” and ‘‘ What 
Makes a Friend,” both compiled by Volney 
Streamer, and formerly issued by Morrill, Hig- 
gins & Co. 


WALTER Scott & Co. announce a reissue, in 
bi-monthly volumes, of their popular series of 
Canterbury Poets, which began to appear ten 
years ago under the editorship of William 
Sharp. The first volume will be ‘‘ Longfellow,” 
to be followed by ‘* Shelley.” 


A NEW volume by the author of ‘‘The Prisoner 
of Zenda’”’ is soon to be brought out in London 
by Simpkin, Marshall & Co. It will be made up 
of the series of dialogues by ‘‘A. H.,” which have 
appeared inthe Westminster Gazette, and will be 
entitled ‘‘ The Dolly Dialogues.” 


THE unveiling of the American memorial to 
Keats in the parish church of Hampstead, Lon- 
don, on the 16th ult., was one of the most nota- 
ble literary events of the season, London unit- 
ing to honor the poet’s memory, and to manifest 
its appreciation of the generous gift. 


WHAT must the Japanese think of the late 
outcry in England against the three-volume 
novel, when they publish theirs in instalments 
reaching up in point of numbers to 108? ‘‘ The 
Romance of a Dog,” by a Japanese novelist, is, 
to all intents and purposes, a library in itself. 


D. APPLETON & Co. have just issued an au- 
thorized translation by Mrs. Hegan Kennard of 
Maurus Jékai’s ‘‘ Timar’s Two Worlds” in their 
select Zown and Country Library, a book which 
so critical a judge as the London A/heneum has 
pronounced ‘‘ not only the author’s masterpiece, 
but a masterpiece of European fiction.” 


THE Grolier Club will hold an exhibition of 
American book-plates on October 4-20, and re- 
quests the co-operation of collectors. Old and 
modern American book-plates, book-plate liter- 
ature, contemporary portraits of owners and 
engravers of early plates will be shown, but 
foreign examples of particular value or interest 
will also be included. Intending exhibitors 
should send all communications to Charles 
Dexter Allen, who will have special charge, at 
his address, P. O. Box 925, Hartford, Conn. 


THE Rede Lecture on ‘‘ Libraries in the 
Medizval and Renaissance Periods,” which J. 
W. Clark delivered in June at Cambridge, has 
been published in a neat little volume by Mac- 
millan & Bowes, of Cambridge, Eng. The 
lecture does not deal with books, but only with 
the material appliances of libraries, such as 
bookcases, desks, seats, and (in particular) the 
old custom of chaining books. Mr. Clark’s 
special object seems to have been to illustrate 
the early history of what is known about college 
libraries from the yet earlier records of monastic 
libraries. The original lecture was abundantly 
illustrated with lantern-slides; the volume, too, 
contains seven illustrations—partly from old 
prints, partly from. archaic library furniture 
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that stillsurvives at Zutphen, Cesena, and else- 
where. 


THE work of producing the twenty-five stat- 
ues and busts for the new Library of Congress, 
which is now nearing completion has been en- 
trusted to a committee consisting of J. Q. A. 
Ward, Augustus St. Gaudens, and Mr. Adams, 
who are to assign each subject to the sculptor 
they think will be able to do it best. The com- 
mittee is responsible for the results, and have 
power to approve or disapprove the models. 
General Casey, the chief of engineers, who has 
control of the construction of the building, has 
placed the entire matter in their hands, with Mr. 
Spofford as literary critic. The statues for the 
great reading-room are to be Homer and Shake- 
speare for the division of Poetry; Angelo and 
Beethoven for Art; Newton and Henry for Sci- 
ence; Herodotus and Gibbon for History; Plato 
and Bacon for Philosophy; Columbus and Ful- 
ton for Commerce; Solon and Blackstone for 
Law; Moses and St. Paul for Religion. On the 
exterior of the building are niches for nine busts, 
and the subjects selected for these are Franklin, 
Demosthenes, Dante, Irving, Macaulay, Sir 
Walter Scott, Emerson, Hawthorne, and Goethe. 


ProF. MAHAFFY describes in the London 
Atheneum a papyrus roll forty-four feet long, 
covered with Greek text, which has just been 
acquired by Flinders Petrie. It is a document 
of the third century B.c. Much of the papyrus 
has been injured, but sufficient remains to make 
it readable. It has been studied in large part 
by Prof. Mahaffy and B. P. Grenfel. It is a 
series of ordinances regarding the control of 
state monopolies. There are regulations for 
the growing of vines and wine-making, which 
were under state supervision. There were 
wholesale vintners, apparently, who obtained 
certain privileges from the state. There were 
regulations of a similar character in regard to 
oil. There is no mention of olive oil, but of oil 
made from ‘‘sesame, from the croton plant, 
from some sort of poppy, and from gourds.” 
The date of the papyrus, Prof. Mahaffy writes, 
presents no difficulty. It was issued in ‘‘ the 
twenty-seventh year of Ptolemy, the son of 
Ptolemy, and his son Ptolemy.” The names fix 
the date either in the year 260 or 264 B.c. This 
papyrus will be known in future as the “ Mo- 
nopoly Papyrus.” 





NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 


Percy RussEti’s ‘‘Guide to British and 
American Novels: being a comprehensive man- 
ual of all forms of popular fiction in Great 
Britain, Australasia, and America from its com- 
mencement down to 1893” (London), accord- 
ing to the New York Zvening Post, ‘‘ sadly belies 
its promising title. It is difficult to prove the 
hopeless incapacity of the writer without giving 
the absurd volume more space than it deserves; 
but perhaps it will suffice to note that in the 
chapter on ‘ American Novels’ there is no men- 
tion of Mr. Howells, Mr. Cable, Mr. Crawford, 
Mrs. Deland, or Miss Wilkins, although in a 
chapter on ‘Some Living Novelists, British 
and American,’ there is to be discovered this 
delicious paragraph: ‘Mr. William Dean How- 
ells (1837) is an American writer, and has pub- 
lished much excellent verse. He is the author of 
several good fictions.’ ”
